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CHAP. V. 


Of the Piltures which Fack of Newbery had in his houſe, whereby he encouraged 


his Servants to ſeek for fame and dignity. 


TN a fair and large-Parloz, which was Uainſcoated round about, 
: Jack of Newbery had fiften fair Pictures hanging, which were 


cobered with Curtains of gr&n lk, fringed with gold : which he 


would often ſhew to his friends and ſervants. . Jn the firſt was the - 


picture of a hepherd, befoze whom kneled a great King. named Viriac. 
who ſometime governed the people of Portugal. See here, quoth Jack, 
the Father of a ſhepherd, the Son a Sovereign. This man ruled jr; 
Portugal, and made great Wars againſt the Romans, and after that 
invaded Spain, yet #1 the end was'traiterouſly ain. - 

The nert was the Portraiture of Agathocles, which fo his ſur- 


paſſing wiſdom and manhood, was created King of Sic:lia, and main- 


tained battel againl(t the people of Carchage, His Father was a po! 
Yotter, befoze rhom he alſo kneeled, And it was the nle of this King. 


That. - 
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earth as ot gold ſct upon the table, to the intent Je might alwaps bear 
in mind the place of his beginning, his Lathers houf e aid family. 

The third was the Pigtire of lphicrztes an Athenian kozn, who van: 
cuiſhed the Lacedemonians in plain and open battel, This inane. was 
Captain General to Artaxcrxes, Ring of Pc:fi2, whoſe father was 
not withſtanding a Cobler, and there likewiſe pictured, Eumcnes was 
alſo a famous Captain to Alexander the great, whoſe Father was no 


-pther then a Carter. The fourth was the fimilitude of Elius Pcrtinax, 


ſometime Empero2 of Rome, yet was his Father but a Weaver : and 


afterward to give example to others of low condition to bear minds of 


wozthy men, he cauſed the ſhop to be beautified with Warble curiouſly 
cut, wherein his Father befoze him was wont to get his living. 
The fifth was the picture of Diocleſian, that ſo much adozned Rome 
with his magnifical and triumphant victozies. This was a molt fa- 
mous Empero, although no other then the Son of a Bok-binder. 

Valentinian ſtd the nert, painted moſt artificially : who alſo was 
crowned Emperoz, and was but the Son of a po2 Rope-maker, ag in 
the ſaine picture was cxpeſſev, where his Father was painted by him 
uſing of his trade. 

The ſeventh was the Empero! Probus \whoſe Father being. a Gard: 
ner. was pictured by him holding a Spade. 

The eighth picture wag. of. Marcus Aurelius, whom cvery age ho- 
nour eth, he was both a wiſe and pzudent Emperoz, and yet but a 
Cloth weavers Son. 

- The ninth was the p2opoztion of the valiant Emperox Maximinivs, 
the Son of a Black: -\mith, who was there painted, as he was wont, 
£0 wozk at the Anvil, 

In the renth Table was painted the Empero2 Gabienus, who at 

the firſt was but a po2 Shephetd, 

Next to\{jis picture was placed the Pictures of two Popes of Rome, 
whoſe wiſdom and learning adbanced them to that dignity. The 
firit. was-the lively counterfeit of Pope John the twenty two , whoſe 
Father was a Shoemaker : he being. flected Pope, increaſed their 
rento and: patrimony greatly. 

- The other was the picture of Pope Sax us , the fourth of that name, 
being a pw? Warriners Son, 

The thirteenth picture was of Liwuſius, King of Lomberdi, who

it was called Lam-, he named the child Lamuſius ; who after grew- 
t9 be ſo-bzave a man, and ſo much honcured of Foztune, that in the 
end he was crowned King of rhe Lumba:ds, who lived there in ho- 
nottr, and in ſucceſſion after him, cven unto the tiwe of the untozri 
nate King Albovina.when all eame to ruſne,ſubverſion and deſtruction. 

In the fourteenth picture, Brimiſlas King of Buhemia, was moſt 
artificial dzawn, befoze whom there (&@d an hczſe without b21dle oz lad: 
dle, in a field where Hugbantmen were at Plough, The cauſe why 
this King was rhus painted (cuoth Jack) was this. At that time the 
Ring of the Bohcmians died without iClue ; and great ſtrife being. a- 


mong the Nobility fo2 a new King, at length they all conſented that a: 
hozſe hould be ler into the field without baidle oz ſaddle, having all de- 
termined with a moſt aflured purpoſe to make him their King, befoze 


whom this hozle reſted. At what time it came to- paſs, that the hozſe 


firſt ſtaied himſelf befoze this Brimiſlas, being a fimple creature, who 
then was buſie diving the Plough.. They preſentſy mave him their 


Sover:ign, who o2dered himſelf and his:Kingdom very wiſelp': he oz: 


dained-many god-Laws, he compaſſed the City'of Prag':e with trong 


walls, befides many other things meriting-pcrpctnal laud and com: 
mendations.. 

The fifreenth was the picture of Theophraſtos, a Philoſopher; a 
Counſello2 of Kings, aud companion of Nobles, who was bit the 
Son of a Tayloz. Seftng then my god ſervants, that theſe men:have 
ben advanced to high eſtate and Pyincely:dignities, by wiſdom, lcarn: 
ing and diligence, Þ would with you to imitate the like. vertucs, that 


ou. might attain. the like honours; fo2 which of you doth know. what: 
p go: 
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b02n, but £50 HET BE Daren DITCH ave £ONt7 £6 great honniirs ; che vic 
hond Gall cicr go 17 8 ragges garment, an? the flothtul live in re- 
NNoach : but inch as bs leav a virtitous life, and govern thenaſelves dit:

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How all the Clothiers in England joined together, and with one conſent complain- 
cd to the King of their great. hinderance ſuſtained for want of Trafftick into 
other Countries ; whereupon they could get io fale for their Cloth, 


D Y means of the Wars our King had with other Countries, many 

Merchant ftrangcrs were p2ohibited fo2 coming to England,and 
alſo our own Merchants (in like [o2t} were fozbfdden to have dealing 
with Fr:nce o2 the Low-ccuntries ; by means whereof, the Clothiers 
had molt of their cloth lying on their hand,and that which they (old was 
at (o low a rate, that the money tcarcely paid fo: the wool and wozk- 
manſip. Whcreupon they thought to caſe themſelves by abating the 
p9o02 wozkinens wages; and when that did .not pzevail, they turned 


away their people, Weavers, Shcarmen, Spinners and Carders ; ſo 


that where there was a hundzed Looms kept-fin one Town, there was 
ſcant fifty, and he that kept twenty put down ten, Many a poo2 man 
(fv2 want of wazk) was hereby undone.,with his -wife and childzen,; and 
it made many a poo2 widows to fit with an hungry belly. This byed 
great wor fn moſt places in England, Jn the cnd Jack of Newbery, 


intended (in the behalf of the poo) to make a ſupplication.to the King : 


and to.the end he might do it the moze effecually, he ſent Letters to all 


the chief clothing Towns in Eoglano, to this effect. 


The Letter. 


\Y 7Elbeloved Frien/s and Brethren, having a tafte of the general grief, and 
feeling (in ſom? meaſure) the extremity of the times, I tell into confidera- 
tion by what means vi: might beſt expell theſe ſorrows, and recover our former 
commodity. When I had well thought thereon, I found that nothing was more 
necdful- herein the: a fait:ful unity among our ſelves. This ſore of neceſſity 
can no way be cur<* but. »y concord ; for like as the flame conſumes the candle, 


fo men through diſccrid watte themſelves. The poor hate the rich. becauſe they 


will not ſet them on work : tad the rich hate the poor, becauſe they ſeem bur- 
thenous: fo that both ar? ofi-1ded for want of gain. When Belinzs and Brennas 
vicre at ſtrife, the Queen their Mother in their greateſt fury perſwaded them to 


7-42, by urging ker conception of them in one womb, and nnitual cheriſhing of 


-them 
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ty. Though our occupation be decayed, let us not deal with it as men do by their 
old ſhooes, which after they have long bori them out of the mire, do in the end 
fliag them on the dunghill,or as the Hnsbandman doth by his Bees, who for their 
Honey burns them. Dear friends, conhider that our Trade will maintain us, if 
we uphold it, and there is nothing baſe, but that which is baſely uſed. Aſſemble 
theretore your ſelves together, and in every Town teil the number of thoſ: that 
have tneir living by means of this trade ; note it in a Bill, and ſend to me. And 
becauſe Suits in Courts are like Winter-nights, long and weariſome, let there he 
n each place a weekly colleftion made to defray charges : for I te!l you, Noble- 
mens Secretaries and cunning Lawyers have ſlow tongues and deaf ears : which 
muſt daily be anointed with the ſweet oyl of Angels. Then let two honeſt dif- 
creet men be choſen, and ſent out of every Town to meet me at Blackwell-Zafi 
in Zondox, on All-S.unts Eve, and then we will preſent our humblePetition to the 

King : Thus I bid you heartily farewell. 
Copies of this Leitcr being ſealed, they were ſent to all the Cloafh- 
ing Towns of England, the Weavers both of Linnen and Wollen 
- gladly reccived them ;. fv that when all the Bills were bought toge- 
ther, there were found of the Cloathicrs, and thoſe they maintained, 
th:&ſcoze thouſand and fir hund2ed perſons. Mo2eover, every Cloath- 
ing Town ſcnding up tw9 men to 1.oadon, they were found to be 1x2 
perſons, who in very humble ſozt fell down befoze his Majeſty, walk- 
ing in St. James his Park, and delivered unto him their Petition. 
The Kiag pieſently peruſing it, asked if they were all Cloathiers ? 
who anſwered (as ft were one inan in this ſo:t ;: We are (moſt gra- 
tious King) all ps2 Cloathiers, qgnd your Wajeltics faithfull ſubjects:: 
Dy Lows, quoth the King, let theſe mens complaint be thieughly 
lokt unto, and their grief redzclled, fo2 Jaccount them.in the number 
of the beſt Commonwealths men. As the Clergy fo2 the Soul, the 
Souldier fo defence of his Country; the Lawyer to execute Juſtice, 
the HPugbandman to fed the Belly: ſo is the skilful Cloathier no [els 
neceſſary foz the cloathing of the Back; whom we may reckon among 
the chief Yeomen of our Land : And as the Chyyftal ſight of the eye 
is tenderly to be kept from harms, becauſe it gives to the whole body 
' light ; ſo is the Cloathier, whoſe cunning hand p2ovides garments tg 
defcnd our naked parts from the Winters nſpping froſf. Many moze 
reaſons there are which may move us to redzeſs their grietz, out ler 
it ſuffice that J command to have it done. With that his Gyace delt- 
vered the Petition to the Lozd Chancelloz : and all t':2 Tloathicrs 
cryed, God ſave the King, ut as the King was ready io teparr, he 
{ſuddenly turned about, ſaying, I ds 4 there is one Jack ot - ew: 
pt ———— ory, 
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0 Bt _— vefender of trite labourers, @ hn, Latd the Duke of "a ANTS 
ith "may be his purſe 15 anioerable £92 his perion. J2ay quoth the Lo: 
Cardinal) all his creature 13 lifes emough t& maintain wars again(t 
rhe Butterflies ; with that Jack ſhew:d himſelf into the King, and p1i- 
vateiy told his Gtace of ti;efr grief anew, To whom his Yajelſfy ſaid, 
Give thy attcadance at the Toimcel-chamber, where thor th [t receive 
an anlwer to thy contcrt. £19 fo his bichneſs departed, Finally, it 
was agred that the Perchants ſhould frely traſfick one with another; 
and the Pioclaination thereof ſhould be made as well on the other ſide 
of the Sea, as in our Land, But it was long beko2e this was elkected, 


byreaſon the Cardina! being Lozd Chanceiloz,put off the matter from 


time to time. And becauſe the Cloathiers thought it beſt not to depart 
befoze it was ended, they gage their dailyattendance at the Cardinals 
houſe, but ſpent many days to no purpoſe. Sometime they were an- 
[wered my Lozd was buſie, and could not be ſpoken withal : o; elſe he 


was aliep, and they durſt not awake him : o2 at his ſtudy, and they 


would not diſturb him : oz at his pzayers, and they durlſt not diſpleaſe 
hfm ; and ill one rhing 02 other {od in the way to hinder them. At 
laſt Patch the Cardinal's fol, being (by thcir often repair thither) well 
accuainted wfth the Cloathicrs, came unto them and ſaid, What,have 
pou not ſpoken with my Lozd yet? No truly (quoth they) we hear [ay 
hc i3 buſte, and we ſfay till his Gtace be ar leiſure. Js it true, ſaid 
Facch? and with thar in all haſte he went out of the Hall, and at laſt 
came fn again with a great bundle of ſtraw on his back. TWhp how 


now Patch (qd. the Gentlemen) what wilt do with that raw? Marry 


(quoth he) 1 will put it under thcſe honeſt mens fer, leſt they ſheuld 
frezc cre they find my Lodd at leiſure. This made them all to laugh: 
and they cauſcd Pacrch to carry-away his ſtraw again, Well, well

me. Truft me (aid ]ack of Newbery) if my Lozd Cardinals Father 
had ben no haſtter in killing of Calves, then he is in diſpatching of 
p92 mens Suits, J doubt he had never won a Yyter. This he ipake | 
derwirt themſelves ſoftly, biit yet not ſo ſoftly, but that he was over: 
heard by a flattering fellow that ſfod by, who made it known to ſome 
of the Gentlemen, and they ſtreight certified rhe Cardinal thereof, 
'The Cardinal (who was of a very high ſpirit and lofty aſpiring 
mind) was marveiloully diſpleaſed at Jack of Newbery : wherefoze in 
445 rage he commanded and ſent the Cloathiers all to P-4 he

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kept ir from the Kings ſight. Notwlihllanding rhe Duke of Soma cr... 


ſet knowing thereof, ſpake with the Lozd Cardinal about the matter, 
wiſhing he ſhould {p&dily relteatc them leff it by&ed him fome diipics- 
ſure : fo2 you may perceive (quorh the Duke) how highly the Ring ec: 
{&m3 men of that faculty. Sir (quoth the Zardinal) F doubt not but 
to anſwer their impiiſonment well-enoigh,bring perſtoaded that none 
_ bould have given ine ſuch a quip bur an Herctick ; and Þ dare warrant 
you, were this ack of Newoery well examined, he would be found ro 
be infected with Luther's Spirit, againſt whom our King hath of late 
wittcn a molt learned Book: in refpect wherevt rhe Pope's Holineſs 
hath inrituled his Majeſty Defender of the Faith: therefoze Þ tell you, 
ſuch fellows are fitter to be faggots fo2 fire, than Fathers of familics : 
notwithſtanding cat your Gzace's regueſt) Þ will releaſe them. Acco2- 
dingly the Cardinal ſcnt fo2 the Cloathiers befoze him to Whitei-all, 
his new-built houſe by weſtminſter, and there beſfowing his bleſſing 
upon them, ſaid, Though you have offended me, I pzrdon you : for 
as Stephen forgave his enemies that floned him, and our Saviour thoſe 


Gnful men that crucited him; fol do forgive you that high treſpaſs 


committed in diſgrace cf my birth ; for herein do men come nesr:ſ(t 
un'o God, in ſhewing merey and compaſſion. But ſee hereafter you 
offend n9 more, touching your ſuit it is granted, and to morrow (h.ll 
bz publiſh d chrough Londov. This being ſaid, they departed : and ac- 
coding to the Cardinal's wods, their buſineſs was ended. The Stil- 
yard Perchants joyful hereof, made the Tloathiers a great banquet.

At Conſtantinople is the faireſt Church in the World, and its 
called S$ Stevens, And before this Church is a gilt Image of 
TFaſtinian the Emperor, andit is ſittingupon an Horſe, and Crown- 
ed; and it was wont to hold a Round Apple in his Hand, and Men 
tay there, "Thar it 1s a Token that the Emperour hath loſt a Part of 
His Lands, for the Apple 1s fallen out of che Images Hand, and 
fure he hath loſt a great Part of his Lordſhip; for he was once 
fole Emperor of Roze, of Greece, and of all 4fia the Leſs, of Sury, 
and'ot the Land of Fudee, in the which Hieraſalem: is, and of the 
Land of Egypt, of Perfia and Arabia, but he hath loſt all but Greece, 
and that he holdeth only. They would put the Apple into the 
Images Hand, but it will not hold it. - The other Hand he lifreth 
up againſt the Eaſt, ro Menace Miſdoers. This Image ſtandeth 
upon a Pillar of Marble. 

Likewiſe at Con/fantinople is the Croſs of our Lord, and 
his Coat without Seam, the Spunge and the Reed, with the 
which the Jews gave our Lord Gall to Drink on the Croſs; and 
there is one of the Nails that our Lord was Nailed with to the 
Croſs. Some Men think that half the Croſs of Chriſt is in Cy- 
Dru:, in an Abbey of Monks, that Men call the Hill of the Holy 
Cro%; but it is not ſo:: For the Croſs that is in Cypres 15 the Croſs

And if a Man ask them wherein they believe, they ſay, that 
they believe in God Almighty, that is the Maker of Heaven 
and Earth, and all other Things, and wichout him is nothing 
done.

did for Chriſtian Men there. For there was a wicked Empe. 
ror that was of Poy, and was called Saures, and he purſued ſome 
time the Chriſtian Men to deſtroy them, and did make them do 
Sacrifice to his falſe Gods, for in that Country dwelleth many 
Chriſtian Men, the which left all their Goods and Cattel, and 


- Riches, & went to Greece: & when they were all in-a.great Plain

Who fo 

goeth from C:hay to Inde the High and the Low, he ſhall go 


through a Kingdom that Men call Cad:ſſen, and it is a great Land: 
there groweth a manner of Fruit as it were Guords, and when 


ic is ripe, Men cut it aſunder, and they find therein a Beaſt as it 


were of fleſh, bone and blood, as it were a little Lamb without 
Wool, and Men eat the Beaſt and Fruit alſo, and ſure it ſeem- 
eth very ſtrange. Nevertheleſs, I ſaid to them, that I held that 
for: no marva, for I ſaid that inimy Country are Trees that bear 
Fruic that become Birds flying, ard they are good to eat, and 
that thar falleth onthe Water, liveth, and that that fallech on the 
Earth, dieth ; and they marvelled much thereat In this Land, 
and many other thereabour, are Trees that bear Cloves, and 
Nutmegs, and Mace, and many other Spices ; and there be 
Vines that bear ſo great Grapes, that a ſtrong Man ſhall have 
enough to bear a Cluſter of Grapes. In thar fame Land are the 


Hilts of Caſpy that Men call Uber, __ incioſed within thoſe FHiils

Men call Mofe!, and it laſtech Weſtward to the River Euphrates, 


OW have I faid and ſpoken of many things on this ſide of 
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that dwell among the Hills aforeſaid, {nall come out of the Hills, 
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Men, but he might not ; and when he faw he might not, he. 
prayed to God that he would fulfill that which he had begun : 


God heard his Prayer, and inclofed the: Hills all about them, 
bur at one fide, and there is the Sea of Caſpy. Here ſome Men 
might ask, if there be a Sea on one fide, why go they not out 
there ? thereto anſwer I, That altho' it be called a Sea, it is not 
2 Sea, but a Pool ſtanding among Hills, and-it is the greateſt 
Pool of all the World : and though they go over that Pool, yet 
they know not where to arrive, tor.they can ſpeak. no ſpeech 
but their own : and:ye ſhall underſtand that thoſe :Jews which 
dwell among the Hills have no Law among them, and yet they 
pay Tribute for their Land to the Kings of Armony : and ſfome- 
time it is ſo, that ſome of thoſe Jews go over the Hills, but 
many may not paſs there together, for the Bills ate ſo great 
and hizh. Nevertheleſs Men fay in that Country thereby, that 
in the time of Antichriſt they ſhall do: much. harm: to Chiiltian 
Men, and therefore all the Jews that dwel! in divers parts of the 
World, learn to ſpeak Hebrew, for they hope that theie Jews, 
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his Gates, and he ſhali dig in the Earth fo long till he pterce ic 
through, and come among the Jews ; and when they fee the 
Fox, they ſhall have great marvel of him, for they never faw - 
ſich a Beaſt, but other Beaſts they have among them many : and 
they ſhall chaſe this Fox and purtue him until that he be fled again 4 
into his Hole that he come from, and then ſhall they dig afrer 4 
him, until they come to the Gates that Alexander did make of 5 
great Stones well Jaid with Mortar ; then ſhall they break thoſe | ,

CHAP. LXXXV. Of the Land of Badttie, ans of many : |

Frefter Fob», hold:th a great 1 and and many good Cities and 
Towns. In this Kingdc m are mary good *'', ad large : for 
the Land of Ine is par'ed inco Iles. Lecavſe vi ;, cat Rivers that 


come out of Paradiſe; and a:ſo in the Sea are many ereat Ifles. 


The beſt City that is in the Iſle of Pantrore 1s. called Nile, that is 
a nob!e City and a Rich. Preft + 7: bn hath under him many 
Kings, ard divers | o:&s, and his Lard is gnod and rich ; bur 


not ſo rich as the Lind «<& the great Caane, for Merchants come 


not ſo mach thither -5:h.y d uo the Land of the great Caare, 
for it is roo long a Journey. And allo they find in that Ifle of 
Ca:h.;y ll :hings that they ave need «©f, as Spicery, Cloath of 
Gold. a:;d vther R ches; and altho' they might have better 
cheap in the Land of Preſft r F bn than in the Land of Carhay, 
and more fine, reverthelefs they will nor go thither by reaſon 
of the lenz.th of the Journey, and great Perils on Sea: for there 
are many places in the Sea where are many Rocks of a Stone 
that is called Adamant : the wh'ch of his own ku:d draweth to 
him all manner of Iron ; and therefore there may be no Ships 
that have Iron nails paſs but it draweththem to it, and therefore 
they dare not go into that Country with Shivs, for fear of che 
Adamant I went once into that Sea, and fa « as it had been 


a- great Ifle of Trees, flocks, and branches growing, and the 


Shipmen told that thoſe were great Ships that abode there through 
the veitue of the Adamants: and of things that. were in the 
Ships, whereof theſe Trees ſprung and waxed ; and fuch Rocks 
are there many in divers places of the Sea, and therefore dare 
there no Shipmen paſs that way. And another thing alſois that 
they fear the long way; and therefore they go moſt co Cathay.and 
that is nearer unto them. And yet it is not fo near, tut that from 
Venice or Gene,bySea to Cathay is eleven or twelve Months Journey. 
The Land of Prefer Fobn is long, ava Merchants paſs thither 
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Popinjays as great plency a5 Larzs in our Country. Inthis Gonn- 
try is liecle Wheat or Barley, and therefore they eat Rice, Milk. 
Cheeſe, and other Fruits. t his Emperor Prefer fobn, Wedded 
commonly the Daughter of the great C22ze, and the great Cazne 
his Daughter. in we Land of Prefer Fobn is many ſtrange things 
and many precious Stones fo great and large, that they make of 
_ them Veſſels, Platters,and Cups, and many other things, of which 
it were too long to tell; bue fomewhar of his Law and. of his 
Faith I ſhall tell you. 


CH AP. LXXXVII. Of the Faith and Belief of Prefter John ; 
| but he hath not all the full Belief as we have. 


His Emperor Prefer Fob is Chriſtened, and a great part 
1 ofhis Land alſo, but they have nor all the Articles of our 
Faith ; but they believe well in the Father, the Son, and the 
Holy Ghoſt, and they are very devout, and true one to another, 
and they make no force of Cattel, and he hath under him 
Seventy Two Provinces and Countries,and in each one is a King, 
and thoſe Kings have other Kings under them. And in this 
Land are many marvels ; for in this Land is a gravelly Sea, that 
3s of Sand and Gravel, and no drop of water, and it ebbeth and 
floweth with very great waves as another Sea doth, and it is ne- 
ver ſtanding ſtill, and never in reſt ; and no Man can paſs to the 
Land beyond it. And altho* there be no Water in the Sea, yet 
Men may find therem very good Fiſh, and of other faſhion 
and ſhape than are in any other Sea; and alſo they are of a 
very good taſte, and ſweet, and good to eat; and three days 
journey from that Sea, are many great Hills, through which run- 
neth a great Flood that cometh from Paradiſe, and it is fu!l of 
precious ſtones, and no drop of water, and it runneth with 
great Waves into the gravelly Sea: and this flood runneth three 
days in the Week fo falt, that it carrieth great {tones of the Roc! 
with it, that make ſuch Noiſe, and as ſoon as they 'come jntc. 
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toward the \Wildernets i5.a great Plain among Hills ail Sandy 
and Gravelly, and in that Plain growetn Trees, that t the ri. 
{i117 of the Sun ecch day, 2811 Oo ROW, ant ſo grow ney 
till mid-day, and bear Fritz but ne Man dare eat of that 
Fruit, for it is a manner vt iron and aiter mid day it rarneth 
azain to the Faithz fo tnat when the Sun goeth down, it is no- 
thing ſeen and fo doth it every day : and there is in that Wil- 
derneſs many wild Men with Horns on their Heads, very hi- 
deous, and they ſpeak not, but rout as Swine: And in that. 
Country are many 'Popinjays, that they call in their Language 
Piftake, and they ſpeak through their own kind, partly as a Man, 
and thoſe -that ſpeak well have long Tongues and large, and 
on every foot frre 'Toes, but there are ſome that have three 


Toes, but thoſe ſpeak rot, or very ill. 


Of azother Iftand, where allo dwelleth 
good People therein, and is called Synople. -

T* Hen is there another Iſle that is ealled Synople, wherein alſo

when he ſaw their good Faith and Truth, and their good Belief, 
he ſaid he would do them no harm, and bid them ask of him 


| Riches, or any thing elſe, and they ſhould have it. And they 


anſwered, that they had Riches enough when they have meat 
and diink to ſuſtain their Bodies ; and they faid alfo, that riches 


_ of this World are nought worth z but if it were ſo that he might 


grant them that they ſhould never die, that would they pray 
him. And Alexander ſaid, that might he not do, for he was 
mortal, and ſhould die as they ſhould. Then ſaid they, why 
art thou ſo proud, and wouldſt win ail the World, and have 
it in Subjecion, as it were a God, and haſt no term of thy Life, 
and thou wilt have all Riches of the World, the which ſhall 
foi ſake thee, or thou forſake them, and thou ſhalt bear nothing 
with thee, but it ſhall remain to others 5 but as thou wert born 


naked, 
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meekly and traly, and that Celpile the vain-plory of the World, 
25 theſe Men do, and 7:5 did: and therefore ſaid onr Lord 
through the mouth of tne noly Prophet Ejay, Ponam cis miultip! 
ces lepes meas; that 15 tO iay, 1 ſhall put Laws to them in many 
manzers: And the Goſpel faith thus, Alias owes babeo, que non (1m! 
ex hoc ovili: that 15, 1 have other Sheep that are not of this ld : 
and thereto accordeth the Viſion that S. Perry faw at Foppn, how 
the Angel came from Heaven, and brought with him all man- 
ner of Beaſts, as Serpents, and divers Fowls, ſaying to S. Peter, 
Take and eat: And S Peter anſwered, ] never eat of any un- 
clean Beaſt: And the Angel {aid unto hymn, Non licas inmmund.a 
gue Dens mundavit : Ihat 1s to lay, Call thou not thoſe things un- 
clean that God hath cleanſed. This was done in token that Men 
ſhould not have any Man in diſdain for their divers Laws, for 
we know not whom God loveth, and whom God hateth. 


CHAP. LXXXIX. Of two other Iſles, the one is called Pitan, 


wherein be little Men that can eat mo Meat: And in the other Ile 
the Men are full of Feathers. 


Here is another Iſle that Men call Pita, the Men of this 
- Land Till no Ground, for they eat nothing ; and they are 
ſmall, but not fo ſmall as Pigmies. Theſe Men live with the 
ſmell of wild Apples, and when they go far out of the Country, 
they bear Apples with them.; for as foon as they loſe the ſavour 
of Apples, they die: they are not reaſonable, but as wild as 
Beaſts, and there 15 another Iſle where the People are Feathered, 
but their Face and the Palms of their Hands: theſe Men go as 
well about the Sea. 5s on the Land, and they eat Fleſh and Fiſh 


all raw : In this Ie is a River that is two Miles and a halt broad, 


that Men call Acne. 
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\ Lio in an Ifle of Prefer Fohi's Land, called 3difcorah, there 
Z \ was 8 Man that was called Cerolorzpes, he was ich, 
and had a fair Caſtle on a Hill, and firong, and he made a 
Wall about the Hill very firong, and fair , within he had a fair 
Garden, wherein were many Trees bearing all manner of 


Fruits that he might find, and had planted therein all rranner of 


Herbs of good ſmell, and they bear Flowers, and there were 


many fair Wells; and by them was made many Halls and Cham- 
bers, well deckt with Gold and Azure, and he had made there 
divers Stories of Beaſts and Birds that ſung and tuned by Engine 
or Orbage, as if they had been quick : and he had in his Gar- 
den all things that might be to Man's ſolace and comfort : he 
bad alfo in that Garden, Maidens of the Ape of Fifteen Years, 
the faireſt that he might find, and Men children of the fame 
age, and they were cloathed with Cloath of Gold, and he ſaid 
that they were Angels, and he cauſed to be made certain Hills, 
and encioſed them about with precious Stones of Jaſper and Cry- 
ſtal, and wich Gold and Pearl, and other manner of Stones ; 
and he made a Conduit under the Earth, ſo that when he would, 
the Wells ran ſometime with Milk, ſometime with Wine, and 
ſometime Honey ; and this place he called Paradiſe, and when 
any young Batchelor of the Country, Knight or Squire, 
cometh to him for ſolace or ſport, he leadeth them into his Para- 
diſe, and ſheweth them theſe things, as the Songs of Birds, and 
his Damſels, and Wells: and he did ftrike divers Inſtruments of 
Muſick in a high Tower that might be heard, and faid, they 
were Angels of God, and that piace was Paradiſe, that God 
had granted to thoſe that believed, when he fſaich thus, Dabo wo- 
bis terram fluentem latte & melle: That is, I will give you a Land 
flowing with Milk and Honey : And then this Man did make theſe 


. Men drink a manner of drink, by which they were drunken ; 


and he ſaid to them, if they would die for his ſake, when they 
were dead, they ſhould come to his Paradiſe, and they ſhould 
be of the age of thoſe Maidens, and ſhould dwell always with 


tem, and he would put them in a fairer Paradiſe, where they 
ſhould 
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vere fjain themſelves for his lake, he would put them inio his 
Paradiſe, whe:; they were dead. And fo went troſe Batche]- 
tors to ſlay great Lordz of ihe Country, and were flain them- 
ſelves, in hope to have that Paradiſe ; and thus was he 
avenged of his Enemies through his deceit: And when Rich 
Men of the Country perceived his Caufel and Malice, and the 
Will of this Caro/cnapes, they gathered them'eIves together and 
aſſailed the Caſtle, and flew him, and deſtroyed all his Goods, 
and his fair places, and Riches that were in his Paradiſe ; and 
. the place of the Walls are there yet, and fame other things ; 
' but the Riches are gone: and it 15 not long ago ſince it was 


deſtroyed. 


CHAP. XCI. Of a Perillous Valley that js beſide the River Pilon. 


ND a little from this place, on the left fide, beſide the 
"A River of Piſoz is 2 great Marvel: there is a Valley be- 
eween two Hills, and that is four Miles long, and ſomes Men 
call it the Valley Enchanted, ſome the Valley of Devils, ſome 
the Valley Perillous; and in that Valley are many Tempeſts, 
and a great noiſe very hideous both day and night, and a ſound 
as it were a noiſe of Tabers and Trumpets, as it were a great 
Feaſt. This Valley is full of Devils, and hath been always, 
and Men fay there is an entry to Hell. 
* In this Valley is much Gold and Silver, whereof many Chri- 
ſtian Men, and others, go thither for deſire of that Gold and 
Silver, but few of them come out again, for they are anon 
ſtrangled with Devils: And in the midſt of that Valley, on a 
| Rock isa Viſage, and the head of a Fiend bodily, very hide- 
ous and dreadtul to ſee, and there is nothing ſeen but the head 
_ and the ſhoulders, bur there is no Chriſtian Man or other in the 
World, ſo hardy but that he. would be greatiy afraid to behold 
it ; for he beholdeth each Man fo ſharply and his Eyes are fo 
ſtaring, and ſparkling as fire, and he changeth to ofren his Coun- 
£enance, that no Man dare come near for all the World ; and 
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fome of my Fellows agreed thereunto, 'and fone would nor; 


and there wer? in our Company two Fryers Minors of Tow 
bardy, who faid, it any of us would go in, they would alſo :

butten ; and we knew not whether thoſe four were Joſt there, 
or whether they turned again, but we ſaw them no more : others 
of our Company that. would not goin with us, went about ano- 
ther way to be before us, and fo they were, but we went through. 
the Valley, and faw there many ſtrange things, as'Gold, Silver, 
Precious Stones, and Jewels, great plenty, as we thought ; 
whether they were fo or no, I know not, for Devils are fo ſub- 
tle and falſe, chat they many times make a thing to ſeem that it 
is not, for to deceive Men : and thereforel would touch nothing 
for fear of Enemies that I ſaw there, in many likeneſfles, ſome 
of dead bodies, that I ſaw lie in the Valley, but I daie not fay 
that they were all bodies, but they were bodily ſhapes through 
making of Devils, and we were olten thrown down to the Earth 
by Wind, Thunder, and "Tempeſt, but God helpt us always 
and fo paſſed we througn that Valley without peril or harm;

4, WRere are many Evil andfoul 
Women, but they have precic.us SORES IN their Eyes, ard they 
have. ivch force that if they bchoid ay Man with wrath, 
they. 1:y them with bcrolding , as the Baſilisk deth. A- 
nother ;ſle is there, of faire: People and good, where the Cu- 
ſtom is ſuch, the firit night that they are Wedded, they take a 
certain Man, that is ordained therefore, and let him lie by their 
Wives to have their Maidenheads, and they give kim a great re- 
ward for his pains ; and thoſe Men are called Gad!ybrien : for 
Men of that Country bold it a great thing to make a Woman 
no Maiden : andif 't beſo that the Husband find her a Maiden 
the next night after (for peradventure he that lay by her was 
drunken, or for ſome other cauſe) the Husband ſhall complain 
of him to the Lawyers that he has not done his devoir, and he 
ſhall be grievouſly puniſhed and chaſtifed ; but after the firſt 
night they keep their Wives well, that they ſpeak not with thoſe 
Men. And I asked what was the cauſe why they had that Cu- 
ſtom ; and they ſaia, heretofore Men lay with their Wives firſt, 
and no other, and their Wives had Serpents in their Bodies, and 
ſtung their Husbands in the Yard or on their Bodies, and ſo were 
many Men ſlain, and therefore they had that Cuſtom to let other 
Men have their Maidenheads, for fear of death : and chus they 
ſuffer them to aſſay the paſlage erethey adventure. 


CHAP. XCIIIL. Of Women which make great Sorrow wick 
their Children are Born, great Toy when they are Dead.

to him. nor give him meat nor drink ; and thus he dieth : for 
they ſpare no Man that hath done a Treſpals, for Love, Lord- 


ſhip, Riche:, nor Noblenefs, but they do him right as he hath 
deſerved. 


C H AP. XCIV. Of an Iſland where Men Wed their own 
Daughters and Kinſwomen. 


Here is another Iſle where is that great plenty of People, 
and they never eat fleſh of Hares, nor of Hens, nor of 
Geeſe, yetis there many of them, but they eat of all other Beaſts, 
and they drink Milk. In this Country they wed their own 
Daughters, and other of their Kin, as them liketh : and if there 
be ten or eleven Men in one Houſe, each one of their Wives 
ſhall be common to other, and at night one have one of their 
Wives, and another night another : and if ſhe have any Child, 
ſhe may give it to whom ſhe will, ſo that no Man knoweth it 
to be his. In this Land, and many other places of Ide, are 
many Crocodiles, that is a manner of long Serpent ; and on 
nights they dwell on Water, and on days they dwell on Land 
and Rocks, and they: eat not in Winter. Theſe Serpents ſlay 
Men, and eat them weeping, and they have no Tongue. 
In this Country and many other, Men caſt feed ot Cotton, 
and ſow it each Year, and it groweth as it were ſmall Trees, and 
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and their head is black, and three long Horns in his Front, as 
Cutting as ſharp Swords, and he chaſeth and will ſlay Elephants. 
And there is many other manner of Beaſts, of whont it were 
too long to write all. 


| CHAP. XCV. Of an Iſle where dwell good People and true. 

TTFHereis another Iſland good and great, and plenteous, where 
I aregood Men and true, and of godly life after their Faith, 
and though they: be not Chriſtians, nevertheleſs of kind they 
are full of good Vertues ; and they fly Vices, and all Sin and 
Malice, for they . are not Envious, Proud, Covetous, Letche- 
rous, nor Gluttonous, and they do unto another Man that they 
would he did to them, and they fulfill their Commandments, 
and they take no force of Riches, nor of having ; and they 
{wear not, but they ſay Yea, and Nay, for they ſay he that 
Iweareth will deceive his Neighbour : and ſome Men call this 
Iſle the Iſle of Bragamen, and ſome call it the Land of Faith ; 
and through it runneth a great River, that Men call Thebe ; and 
generally all Men in thoſe Iſles, and other thereby, are truer 
and wiſer than in other Countries : in this Ifle are no Thieves, 
Murderers, nor: Beggars. And foraſmuch as they are fo true, 
and ſo good, there i5 no Tempeſt nor Thunder, War, Hunger, 
nor Tribulation : and thus it ſeemech well that God Iloveta them 
well, and he is well pleaſed with their deeds : and they believe 
in God that made all things, and him they Worſhip ; and they 


live fo temperately in meat and drink, that they live very long,

ron make War upon 
us? For 6 have no Ricnes nor Treatiure, and ail the Cattle of 
our Covuutiy are coramon ; our Meals that we eat are our Ri- 

tes, and inſtead of Gold and Silver, we make our Treaſure, 
Peace, and Concord, and Love, and we have nought but a 

loth upon our Bodies ; our Wives are not arrayed Richly to 
pleaſe, for we hold ita great folly for a Manto trim up his Body 
with coſily Apparel, to make it ſeem fairer than God made it. 
We have been evermore in Peace till now that thou wilt diſin- 


herit us We have a King among us, not for need of the Law, 


' nor to, Judge any Man, for there are no Treſpaſſers among us ; 


but all only, to learn us to be obedient to him; and fo mayeſt 
thou take from us but our good Peace. And when King Alex- 
ander (aw this Letter, he thought he ſhould do roo much harm 
if he troubled them, and ſent to them, that they ſhould keep well 
their good manners and have no dread of him. Ay 


CHAP. XCVII. How the Emperor Preſter John, when he 
goeth to Baitel, hath three Croſſes of fine Gold borne before him, 


Tz Emperor Preſfter Fobn when he goeth to Battle, hath 
no Banner borne befo:e him, but he hath borne before him 


three Croſles of fine Gold, large and great, and richly fer with 
precious Stones ; and for to keep each Croſs he ordaineth athou- 
ſand Men of Arms, in manner as Men keep a Standard in other 
Countries: and he hath Men withouc number, when he goeth 
to any Battle againſt any other Prince. And when he hath 
no Battle, but rideth to take the Air, then hath he borne be- 
fore him but a Croſs of a Tree not painted, and without Gold 
or precious Stones, and all plain, in token thar our Lord Jeſus 
Chrift ſuffered Death on a Croſs of Tree. And allo he hath 
borne before hirmaa Veſſel full of Jewe!s and Gold, and precious 


Stones, 
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to tell : for about the principal Tower of the Palace are two 
pomels of God aliroand, and each one of theſe, hath two Car- 
buncles, great-and large, that ſhine very clear in the night and 
the principal Gates G6: this Palace are of precious Stones, that 
Men call Sardine, and the Borders of tne Barrs are Ivory, the 
Windows of the Hall and Chambers are of Ciyſtal, the Tables 
they eat on a:e fome of Emralds, ſome of Mayk, fome of 
Gold and precious Stones, and thz Pillars that hear the Table, 
of ſuch Stones alſo ; and the Stairs on the which the Emperor 
goeth up to kis Table where he ſitteth at meat, one is of Maſtick, 
another of Cryſtal, and another of green Jaſpy, another of Dj- 
- aſper, another of Sardine, another of Cornelion, another of 
_ Senton, and that he ſetteth his foot upon is of Crylolites, and all 
theſe Stairs are bordered with fine Gold and well ſet with great 
Pearls, and other pregious Stones ; and the ſides of the 
Table are Emralds, bordered with Gold: and with precious 
Stones : the Pillars in his Chamber. are of fine Gold, with many 
Carbuncles and other ſuch Stones that give great light in the 
night : and though the Carbuncles give great light, nevertheleſs 
there burneth twelve great Veſiels of Cryftal full of Paim, to 
vive good ſmell, and to drive away evil Air. The frameof his 
Bed is all Saphire, well bound. with Gold, to make him ſſ:ep 
well, and for to deſtroy Lechery, for he will not iye by his 
Wife but thrice a Year, after the Seaſons, and that oniy ior pet- 
ting of Children. And he hath alſoa fair Palace in the City of Nc 
where he dwelleth when he will : but the Air there 1s not fo tempe- 


rate as it is in the City of ſue, And hebath every day in his Court 


more than thirty thouſand Men, beſide comers and Coe rs ; but thir- 
ty thouſand.there, or inthe Coutt of the great Caare, ipend not 
ſo much as twelve thouſand in our Countiy. He hath cver- 


more eight Kings in his Court to jerve him, and ea one of

day in ms Conre ewelve Arch-Biſhops, and twenty Blihops, 
The Patriarch of 5. Thomas 1s as it were a Pope ; and the Arch-

and ſons one of the Lords is Maſter of the Hall, fome of the 
Chamber, fome Steward-Marſhals, and other Officers ; and 
thereby he is richly ſerved, and his Land extendeth in breadth 
four Months Journey, and it is of length without meaſure. 


CHAP. XCIX, Of the Wilderneſs wherein groweth Trees 
of the Sun and of the Moon. 


A* D beyond this place is 2 great Wilderneſs, as Men that 
have been there ſay. In the Wildernefs, as Men ſay, are 


the Trees of the Sun and the Moon, that ſpake to Alexander, 


and told him of his Death : and Men ſay, that thoſe that keep 
thoſe Trees and eat of the Fruits of them, live four or five hun- 
dred Years, through the vertue of the Fruit : and we would 
gladly have gone thither 3 butlI think that an hundred thouſand 
Men of Arms could not paſs that Wildernefs for the plenty of 


Wild Beaſts, as Dragons, Serpents that ſlay Men when they paſs 


that way. In this Land are many Elephants, both white and 
blue, without number, and Unicorns, and Lions of many 
colours. Many other Ifles are in the Land of Prefter Fobn, that 
were too long to tell, and much Riches, and of precious Stones 
great piency. I have heard ſay why this Emperor is called Prefter 
Fohn, and for thoſe that know it not. will declare. Some time 
there was an Emperor, a Noble Prince and a Valiant, and he 
had many Chriſtian Knights with him, and the Emperor thought 
he would ſee the Service in the Chriſtian Churches, and then 
was Churches of Chriſtendom in Turkey, Sury, and Tartary, 
Hieruſalem, Paleſtine, Araby ard Alapy, and in all the Land of 
Fgypt : and this Emperor came with a Chriſtian Knight into a 
Church of Fgypr, and it was on a Saturday after hir-Sunday, 
when the Bilhop gave Ordets, and he beheld the Service, and 
asked of the Knight what People thoſe ſhould be that ſtood bee. 
fore the Biſhop ; and the Knight ſaid they ſhould be Prieſts : 


_ And he ſaid he would no more be called King nor Emperor but 


Prieſt, 
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of Greece do ; and they ay not otherwile, but as the Apoſtle 
{aid, as S. Peter, and dv. Thomas, and other Apoſtles, when they

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{full contention enſued , (o2 fo hard was the Skin of the Beaſt rhat he 
apnearcd, in & manner incapable of recefving any wound ; inſomuch 
that he began to be weary with ſtriking, and a little retired ; which rhe 
Soar perceiving, came at him moze furious, and with his Tusk gave 
him a d#p Wound in the Thigh ; but as he attempted to redouble ir, 
Bevis thzult. with great fozce, his Sword under his neather Jaw, where, 
the Skin being ſomewhat fofr, it enter?d, and he following hard upon it, 
Co far it went that it pierced the Boars heart, who thercupon felt down 
with a hozrible groan, which made the Fozreft tremble, and byeathed his 
taft. | | 
- The Boar thus dead, Bevis ſundzed his Head from his Body, and 
bearing it upon his bzoken Launce, returned in Triumph with the 
ſpoil : but by the way being mct by fifteen Fozreſters, and they envying 
hin the Glozy of ſo great an Atchicvement, reſolved amongſt themſelves 
to kill. him, and take the head from him, that they might have the pyaiſe 
and reward. as being taken fo2 thoſe that (icw the Boar ; and ſo befoze 
he-was wcll aware, they ſet upon. him, incompaſſing him or every fide ; 
when about-to dzaw his Swozd; he found he had left it with the Body of 
the Boar, which made him thzow down rhe Head, 'and with rhe Trun- 
cheon of his Spear , beat two of them that attack'd him to the ground, 


ſozely bzuiſed and-wounded , and ſo laid about him, that in ſpite of the 


reſiſtance they made, he killed nine of them in.a ſhoze ſpace; and thoſe 
that remained, perceiving his matchleſs Pzoweſs, and the mighzy fozce 
of his Stroaks, ſuppoſing him not to be of moztal Race, retired from 
him, and at length fecured their Retreat, among@ the Tres and Thick: 
ets, and by that means ſaved rheir Lives, ſo that Bevis had now lea- 
ſure to take up the Boars head, and depart to the fair Pzinceſs, at whoſe 
fer ye layed it ; but ſhe, that he might gain the better e&em with hcr 
Father, dcfired him to carry it to the King , which he accozdingly did, 


and was very kindly received, his Fame fo2 this d&d ſpzeading far and .

whom he was formerly detrothev,_ and there lived upon his Polleſſions., 
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lately bjought 4 this J22ws ; upon rhe recical whereor , 732 1A0ps? 
Uirgin wept abunvantly, accufing him of 3 ngratitude and {pnconfon:
